THE EARTHQUAKE IN KASHMERP,---FIFTEEN 
- HUNDRED LIVES Lost. 

Srinnggur, Tune 14.—The carthquakes 
have continued fursixteen days, Two severe 
‘shocks wero felt this motning. The severity 
of the first was very greut, 

The shook’ of May 30 was felt, mainly in 
the west ond ‘of the Valley, the crea being 
thirty miles long and twenty miles wide, 
ineluding two’ towus, namely Sopur and 
Batamulla, Vf the’ former’ three-fourths 
wero destroyed. Tho latter: was wholly 
degroyed. Tha, deaths were about 400 1 
both towns. Fifteon miles from Baramulla, 
ono of the. most beautiful buildings in 
Kashmora isin ruins. It is the Buddhise 
temple at Pattan, which was built in the 
fifth century. Probubly half uf it, consist- 
ing of -mussive stunes, has been thrown 
down, and the remainder has been displaced. 
The laud, a quarter of a mile, hasa fissure 
of considerable width and about. 100 yards 
long, Water and mud have been throwa 
up in several places. 

Several villages in this part of the 
country have heen entirely destroyed. 

An Investigation of the extent of the 
damage is very difficult, travelling being 
slow. 

Tho deaths caused probably aggregate 
one thousind five hundred. : 

Landslips have ocurred in several places, 
ant a large -pieco of cultivated land has 
aunk twenty feet, while. huge rocks have 
rison out of the ground.

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VISIT TO HONGKONG. 

Esfipshiro pper publishes the fullov- 

ing lettor rom the Rev, C, Spurgeon Med- 
hurst, which may: interest our readors ; — 


5.8, ‘Guexaaney,’ 
Hongkong, Ith March, 1886. 

We -camo in here about nine o'clock this 
morning. For about two hours previous to 
reaching Hoaghkony wo wera passing through 
hundreds of islands of various sizes, but all 
of thom quite barron. This ‘pact of the 
Chinage éaast abounds with these islands; 
thoy used to be the abodes of pirates, aud 

> capital hiding places they muat have made. 
The island of Hongkong .is encircled by 
these barren islands, some near here looking 
very pretty when the sun shines on thom; 
owing. to patches of sand which appear in, 
the distaneco ofa flesh colour. -Weo pressed 
the wreck of a steamer belonging to the 
Castle Line this morning; sho struck upon 
a sunken rock in brond daylight as she waa 
passing through the islanda; her masts are 
the only visible paris of hor. 

Hongkong ia very bold and grand, .but 
lucks, in my opinion, the beauty vf Singa- 
pores, As seanfrom the ship, the houaca 
built up tho mountain sides remind one 
somewhat of Bath. The whole makes a 
pretty picture frum tho water, ¥ casnot 
deseribe the lively scone that took place 
immediately en our anchoring. Chino 
junks of all surts and sizes, with hideous 
eyes painted on titeir bows, high sterns and 
bamboo-ribbed snails, sampans, in whicls tho 
owners live av though they wore on fvre 
fama, and steam ferrys swarming around 
on all sides like bees, What a clatter of 
tongues~what a‘ accne of oxcitement—as 
the coolies fursake our ship for tleir jumks. 
At last allare gone, and wo are heartily 
glad of it. 

Aftor breakfast Tum very desirous to yo’ 
ashore... The other passengers prefer wait- 
ing, so.I docids tu go alone, ¥ jump intua 
junk with some difficulty, foru heavy sea 
1s running, and away wo yo, The junk 
rolla about on tho waves like o crok, the 
sailis rather heavy for the boat, and wo 
heol over to.one sido in a way that arould 
alarm some timid old ladics.- At last, ve 
reach the jotty, and I loap out; delighted 
to svt foot on Chineso soil. 

I first make my way to the post-ollice 
and despatch my letters, for the mail closes 
at three o'clock. Then I visit the English 
prison, and after leaving there make iy 
way to the country, IT have seen quite 
enough strange sights lately, and prefer to 
Jook at the ‘quiet of nature bofore witnes- 
sing the turmoil of man in the city, My 
toad lies over the top of a mountain 2,000 
foet high, ‘The road isa good one, and 
winds round the monuninit side like. ser- 

ent. As T ascend T yet good vieivs of 

ongkong and the. harbuur. The  chivf 
trees appear to be banbovs and firs, J poss 
many Chineso on my way up; they aro 
noarly all wearing sin hats. - Chese hats 
are apparently made.of straw, and would 
mnensure (vito a yard across; they look inure 
like the basket shields of ancient Britons 
than hats. “When the aun ia not powerful 
the wearers sling them behind their backs, 
and then thesimilitude of ashield strikesore 
more forcibly. Meanwhile they wear. thir 
ordinary cloth or silk cap, with the red but- 
ton on top,.or if less respectable they walk 
along with a barehead. In Singapore | 
suw many Chinamwen walking undor a tw- 

ical sun with nothing to sheltor thoir 
Reads but the fang thoy carry, ane, by tho 
way, sen. an indispensable article in 
Ohinaman’s outiit. I saw toalay suuia work- 
men carrying tovls and fan, > 1 listened to 
a Chinaman addressing iv cruwd of his, 
countrymen, aud in the midst of his hrran- 
gue he stopped to fon himself. This must 
have’ been pure habit for to-day has been 
rey cold, overcoats boing necessary to com- 

ort, e : 

I met several women carrying vary heavy 
Joads of vrags or hay attached to bamboo 
poles, which thoy had swung across thuir 
shoulders, ‘tis is the favourite mothod of 
carrying loads in China, 

Atlast I reach the top of the hills, aud 
begin to descend tho othor side, for from 
the top I can sea the limit of the island on 
tho sido opposite tu that whero the Glen- 
garry is lying, and I determine to pay ita 
visit.’ The hill sides now are more barren, 
and have a much. more rayged appearance. 
Now they tower away far wbove one in 
every direction, and am the ouly living 
being visible. I feol like a grasshopper in 
size, and yot my spirit rises with new joy 
aa inhale the awing stillness und grandeur 
of the scone, [ trudge on, with delight, 
and think of friends at home, but find it 
very difficult to realise that I am really so 
far away from them. My thoughts wander 
to Plymouth, ‘and. I remembor Mr Edgo’s 
romark that he had seen no sconery in De- 
vonshire to equal that of Hongkong. I 
understand that saying now, though I could 
not before. I at length arrive near tho 
foot of the mountain on the other side, 
Here is a Fronoh sanatorium and cathedral 
(Roman Catholic) -most prettily situated, 
T propose visiting it, hut am driven back 
by three savage dogs, which como preilously 
near to bitling me. I retire again in a lesa 
quiet frame of mind, and then begin de- 
scending to the shore, but am frichtensd 
from the main road by another dog, I try 
the hill sido, and Gnd it difficult, but 
manageable,-and I slide down an unusually 
steep bit of hill, or over the face of a’ rock, 
By this means I: roach tho. sandy shore in 
bafety. Fir. trees grow. more plentifully 
hero than I have aeen them do elsewhere on 
the island. One or two peach and orango 
troes I also see. The dark, fir-clothed hill- 
side, with the French buildings on the top, 
make a very charming picture, 

A solitary Hindoo policeman is stationed 
here. Lrest a while iv his hut, aud thon 
take another route by- Victoria, The roid 
goes round rather than over thé mountain, 
and is about three miles shorter than tho 


* first road I took, 


I passa Chinese cemetery on. my ‘way. 
The graves are dug out of the hill side, and 
are only marked by a amall stone; each 
stone has a Chinese inscription, There are 
hundreds of, these graves, and somo halt- 
dozen with a horseshoe shaped building 
each of theso with a round red. patch on tho 
stone ‘ab the head of the horseshoe. The 
cemotcry is not enclosed in any way : there 


* js nothing but the termination of the graves 


to mark its boundaries. A little further on 
Tsee Victoria ; Ealso get a good viow of 
the new fort the Euglish are building hore 
to strengthen their position; a native 
nursery garden next attracts my attention. 
Here some large dolls have been stuck. into 
into the’ ground, and trees are so_planited 
and trained as to form garments for those 
Images. There are. some miniature: trod 
trained into shapes like deer, dragons, do, 
The Chinese are noted for their ingenuit 

in thus repressing and moulding nature, 
must sys however, that with the exception 
of the dolls clothed in their living’ greea, 
thespecimens I saw this afternoon rathor

+ Now I visit the town, and having becouse 
somewhat scaustomed to the strange aspect 
of an- Eastern town, 1 will endeavour to 
describe the scene, Imperfect and crude 
know my tale must be, but I will do my 
best. One thing that strikes a stranger 
with surprise in the atrecta of Vigtoria, on 
, Hongkong Island, is the absence ‘of all 
animals of any description; Jinrickalas 
{carriages drawn by men) and sedan. chairs 
every direction, but not a single horse 

or bullock isto be seen in ‘any streot.

the ahoulders are vory plentiful. Theso 
gentry call attontion to their wares by a 
sort of rattle—ao kind of'drum, to whioh is 
attached a piece of ailk or cord with a bead 
at thoond. Tho sollor shokoa the dram, 
and go causes the bead to strike it continual- 
ly, tho elfect produced being very much 
like a Joud rattle. Stalls; with ali kinds of 
strange, unnameable refreshments, arte to 
be seen, the cooking being done on the 
spot. .A fow pairs of common chopsticks 
and the buyer fishes the 
delicious morsela out of the pot into his 
month with these public chopsticks, much 
the same aspeople at home stay and deink 
at a public fountain from the common cup 
provided fur that purpose, One of these 
stallkvepers desired to know ‘if,1 likee taste,’ 
but 1 informed him ‘1 no likes.’ Some 
of the native ‘provisions are anything but 
tempting, a4 for instance, when I saw one 
man this afternoon basting some etd ‘roast 
pig with sumo dirty-lovking feathers to 
mako the meat appoar gronsy, 1 felt 
would rather bo oxcnsed trying it. 

The better-class streets here are good and 
wide, the houses on cach sido being about 
three atoreys high.; the ‘side streets are 
very narrow, howover ; still thera is an air 
of eleantiness about the place which one 
seareoly oxpeets in a Chinese town, But 
then this town ia under British cule, aud 
that makes all the difference, 
have no fronts, and no means that I cuild 
discaver of shutting up at night.  Knov- 
mous Chinese lunterns hang oatsida cach 
shop, corresponding to the ridiculously 
large spectacles which thu shopmen often 
we, At the side of must of the shops are 
the entrances to the honses. These consist 
va ladder-like stair, containing from 17 to 
20 steps, and very dark, and T should think 
also dirty. Tho hanses.of the poorer 
classes ure insafivrably smoky. No wonder 
at the Chitiése alwaya having bad eyes if 
they live in such smoky dwellings. Strings 
of cash and counting franes form “articles 
eonapicuons in nearly ail the shops. The 
Chinese reckun their money by meana of 
beads, fastened un to sticka in a frame, si- 
aiilar tu the frames used in Eugland poms

is no man © ng; ho haw the woud fasten.

wake it, There isa man putting patterns 
an to gua globes in much the same fashion ;

Yonder they are washing clovhes, and the 
wethod adopted is to bent then: ou to the 
wbutios, not iG best way, J slould think, 
to preserve the garments from wearing into 
holes ; and so on throughan infinite’ variety 
of trades, t 

T visited @ Ohinese temple. Externally 
it looked liky x huge travelling thuatre, jnst 
pitched and ready to begin the perform- 
anvo ; internally it was teo dark for me te 
gee what it was like, ‘The only light was 
that of the joss atieka, buruiny before the 
idols. ‘Pwo stone Chinesy caricatures of 
lions graced the porch, while four enormons 
ebandeliers, each containing: bebweon thirty 
and forty Ruropean lamps, were realy hing 
te make the place bright at night, ‘the 
chandeliers were covered with grutessue 
figures. Tho porch of the temple was a sort 
of market, while a large bambuo frame, 
apparently for fireworks, was erected in 
front of it, The whole thing looked very 
tawdry. © Soon after this Taw a boy play- 
ing. shuttlecock, usiny his feet for a battle- 
dore, 

One thing which burpriséd tne was the 
comparative plainness with which all the 
Chiucse were dress, Some of the child- 
ren, however, were wearing all the tradi- 
tionally strange combination of colours for 
which the Chinese are noted. Hore ave 
threo examples J noted this afternoon: 1. 
Bluo dress, with yellow jacket or blous, 
and red trousers, 2. Blue shoes, green 


‘trousers, manve blouse, and cap of inuuy 


colours, 3, Black shoes, blues trousers, 
yellow dress, black blouse, and blue cap. 

The Chinese have a habit of sheinking 
thvir arms up their capacivus sleeves, 5p a5 
to give nm gtranyer tho impression ut first 
sight that they ure armless. Their tails 
when undone ure seen to eontain much 
more hair than would be suspected. I know 
some ladies in the West who would envy 
some Chinamen their lony black bushy hair, 
whose tails 1 saw the barber combing out 
to-day. But the Chinese ladies’ headdress 
is tho most comical arrangement I ‘have 
ever seen, At each side of the head the 
hair is thickenod and fastened by grease 
into a sort of fan, which sticks out over the 
ears, while the hair at the back is done 
tn ina mysterious way into an arrangement 
very mach like the handle of a teapot ; this 
is fastened with large linirpins, There is 
uo exaggeration in this description. Ihave 
seen many examples of this peculiar head- 
dress. 

Wodnosday, March 18th, 1885.—To-day 
has been cloudy and. wet; the mountains 
have been shrouded in thick clouds, and 
everything has looked dull and depressing. 
The harbour is crowdod with vessels; fluct 
has received orders to assemble here, and 
five or six ships have come already. Mr 
and Mra Dixon and myself went ashore this 
morning, and hada walk, returning to tho 
ship for tiffin. Wo were amused by seeing 
rome rice being husked in one place. This 
was performed by means’ of a wooden 
hammer worked by a foot treadtuill, the 
whole process looked like a Chineso edition 
of the treadmill; ‘We also- saw one ‘lily 
footed’ Celestial. The poor woman walked 
along fairly well, considering her small fact, 
by aid of astick. It isa peculiar. sight to 
sae full grown wounn with fect the size 
We paid a visit to the 
Aursery gardens to which I went yesterday, 
and inspected the curious shaped tree. On 


a closer view, I found that tha dolls before | 


mentioned are not really dolls. The tree 
is trained into a shape like a homan heing, 
and wooden head, hands, and feet are 
fastened, giving the whole the appearance 
in the distance of a doll clothed in living 
green. We niso iaw some troes in the 
abapes of junks and payodas. How these 
treey are so trained is a mystery known only 
to the Chinese. Those we saw wore about 
two feet high. 

Every Chinaman is most polite in Hong- 
kong. This morning, being tired out, I 
requested a rest in a Chimaman’s hut. 
Many e cattle shed in England would be 
a better habitation than this hut. The 
inmate gladly welcomed me to a scat—a 
mero trestle—and motienod that he prayed 
to the God of Heaven. We concluded 
from éertain pictorial tracts.on tho wall 
that he wos Christian. Before leaving he 
brewed ma some tea, blowing up the fire 
through a bamboo tube. The tea was vory 
weak, and drunk without mill: or sugar, 
but was" rnoceptable. nevertheless. I re- 
mains to be seen whether we stiall. receive 
such kind treatment when we meet John 
Chinaman (in hisown- dominions. It-ia 
amusing to see the women going about 
with their-babies. strapped on the backs. 
I have oven seen one. rowing a sampan with 
her off-spring strapped bohind.-. Children 
carry their younger brothers or sisters in 
this way. Mrs Dixon suggests that: the 
children’s noses aré all flat because of their 
being: pressed: against the backs of - those 
who carry them.: ° :

going off at intervale nearly all the after- 
noon, They must have very pour ideas of 
their gods to think they can either be 
pleased or frightened. with such childish 
nonsense. I bave ns yot fuiled to seo any 
signa of reverence in the Chineso as thoy 
porform thoso rites. IT have not boon’ 
ashore to-day since the morning. Although 
Thave read so much about China. and its 
people, everything appeara strange and 
curioas ; now and again I see an object 
sveady familiae to mie, through” books, but 
not often.
